The Army War College 
bap for ■omo time been ■tpdying the 
qneittoa of a Unltsd StMea ottlaen 
army, patterned after the Swiia ml- 
lUfa system, and Secretary Oarrlson 
is now enpason in drafting; an army 
ieorKai4i>'.ation 1)111 along tins line. 

What Is the Swiss sy»teni? How 
can the little mountain republic or- 
ganise and support a military force 

?wblcli comprises practically every 
abl«-bodied adtnt male 1^ the coun- 
try? 

According to estimates made by 
tlie War Collcpc. the Anicrn an sol- 
dier costs sonielhlnK lli:e 28 
vtlmes ae much to maintain as tlie 
* Swiss .soldier. The IJJ.tle republic 
can iQobilUe an army- corps, fully 
.equipped "wttb. tpatloiwi. - muaitlens, 
and transport, In' three daya. It 
would take at least six months (or 
the L'nlted States to raoboU^.e an 
erviiil niiintifr of rilizi'ii soldiers and

After a careful study of the Swiss 
militia system, Lieut. Col. George 
Beli, Jr., declares: "There *t|i some- 
thhiR about this army which makes 
" it more to be dreaded than some 
regular military establishments 
which aho^v more sitill uud precision 
in exercises, but do not possees the 
endurance, education and wonderful 
patriotism which would endure any- 
thing. • • * Any nation, how. 
ever- powerful, will pause before in- 
-vadlng Bwttzerland. for • • • 
this army, or nation at arms, be- 
fore heinK killed or annihilated by 
sheer force of numbers, will inflict 
terrible losses, as, while the Swiss 
boiieres in peace, and deairoa it 
yatxive all else, his good aanaa talis 
him this ia b«it «M«red br prepar- 
edness at all tfmas." 

Anotlier of our offloera who has 
luade a detailed study of the Swiss 
l^lftia system, Col. W. C Sanner, 
IS quoted as saying: "if proof were 
needed that a land can train all Its 
citizens for the effleient and intelU- 
'fent performance of that work that 
must be done When war comaa. and 
at the same time escape the aviU of 
what fs to-day called militarism, 
that proof ran be found In the re- 
piibllc of Switzi rland. Without the 
./rfehtest Ihouglit of adding a foot 
to their territory, but witli an in- 
tense love, of country, and a cheerful 
willingness to perform- every duty 
which their cltlaenahlp entails, they 
have evolve^il and developed a mili- 
tary s\si«ui Hhich has given them 
the lusi mllilia In the world." 

Till- method of iiiobllliation em- 
i hiyed by tlie Swiss arivv •» describ- 
ed in bla report by Col. Bell. He de- 
scrlbad the asMmbllng of a battal- 
ion of Swlsa mlUtia oa September 
25 In a certain square lb Lucerne: 
"In this square," he says, "were 
viral luliles, and between 8 and 
'.I o'cloi k Iht men lomnnnced to re- 
1,1111. .ouiidelily eiiulpped As soon 
as a man reported he took his place 
In 'the saetion to which he belonged, 
and then oommeneod a general In- 
spection of the man and hia entire 
equl.'pment by the LieutaiMU In 
cIir/k< o( these sections. 

' lir iiif inctlciii »aa most tlior- 
every article heliiK lield up 
aaiii^amlned, soclis Mw^ pulled 
apart 10 see tb»t they bad uu holes 
ill (tie trousert were ewmlned to 
sei^bMi they war* apidlld and In 
Koet condition, as vaT* all other' ar- 
ticled ''of clothing. 

"Kvery »uldier had a good pair of 
t>xtra shoes beside* the serviceable 
pair he wore. Tlie meat ^uteens 
were thoroughly lnsi>«ctu4 and a 
gbort time waa given to tli^ to

clean rifle, each man having hrouglit 
cloth for this purpose. Then, the 
breechblock being removed and a 
mXtror being pat Into the breech, 
each piece waa thorpoghly acmttnlz- 
ed. the breechblocks ^ere examined, 
put in place, anil tried In the enn 
several limes to see that they o%x rk- 
ed properly." 

Col. Bell then describes tbe issu- 
ance of several blouses brought 
from the storehouse to replace the 
dress ooata worn br the men from 
their homes; the aervAig et the 
meal prepared by cooks who had re> 
ported early, consisting of SOUP, 
sausage and bread. Issuance of en- 
trenching tools, which are not kept 
at home by the men, then took 
place, arid instructions were issued 
by the commanding olBcer to his 
subordtnatee. 

"At 8 o'clock in the oming," says 
Col. Bell, "there had been practical- 
ly nothing In the ^nuare. Before 2 
o'clock there was a complete body 
of trained soldiers, who had been 
organized and weri; ready to en- 
train." 

The Swiss system Is essentially 
democratic, reqnlking every male 
citlcen to be ! trained md practiced 
in armi. The professional soldiers 

are few and are assigned principally 
to the worJr of n;ilf;al.^ education. 
The "elite" or iirofissioiial army Is 
composed of all men who pass ex- 
aminations and are received as re- 
cruits. They serve twelve years in 
the elite, and then pass tnto (tbq 
landwehr. and later at the age of 46 
to the landsiorm. 

Regular mMltary «ervlce begins 
for each man at the age of 2ii, pre- 
ceded by certain training in rifle 
shooting and Kytiinastic exercises in 
the schools Kecruits are fitted out 
with a uniform and 'Complete field 
equipment. Including rifle, which ar- 
ticles are taken home and kept with 
him until the end of his military 
service at the ape of '<<\. 

After learning his duties, only a 
short period in each year is requir- 
ed for servjoe with tUy. colors, to 
keep the in training. There is 
^•"stamdiag army:" but Instead, 
every citUeii la a aoldler. and In 
case of tsvaaion, the resistance Ir 
by the whole nation, trained to 
arms.

The members of tlie next Legis- 
lature will be called upon to pass a 
law requiring all county school 
boards to publish, at least once a 
year, a full and complete statement 
of all money received and all money 
imid out and what for, giving each 
Item separate and in full. 

The school boards receive and 
spend vast sunni of money each 
year and the taxpayers have no way 
to And how much or how It Is spent, 
without going to t&e county super- 
intendent's olBce and eumining the 
records, which, of aourse, is Imprac- 
ticable and impossible, and it is said 
in some counties the rei onls are 
badly kept and the inspectors are 
at a loss to bud head or tail of the 
business of these boards. 

Hi^Te them mak* out and have 
publlahod a full and complete atate- 
ment of all business transacted, so 
the people who pay the taxea'may 
know how these vast aonu Of money 
have been exiieiuled. 

Fiscal courts of tlie cnunlles l ity 
councils and banks are by law re- 
quired to publlah statements, and 
why abould not theae eonnty school 
boards of education do the same and 
let the people know how much mon- 
ey they receive and for what they 
expend It?

New York, July 8. — ^The dead 
band of Prank Hdlt, aasaaalB, bomb- 
maker and alleged wife murderer, 
reached out over tbe Atlantic to-day, 
and menaced with dynimtte two 
transatlantic Hilars with nearly 1,- 
000 men. womin and children 
aboatd. 

Soniewli«re on the ocean, " Holt 
wrote his wife, the liner Saxonia or 
the PtalladeSphfa— -he wasn't sure 
which — would b« 'destroyed. A dy- 
namite bomb co^yUnlng 30 pounds 
of explosive which Holt la known to 
have received* end which haa not 
been accounted - for. Is believed 
by the police to be the means Holt 
had chosen to destroy the ehlp. 

While Holt' lay a suicide In his 
cell at Minedla-. L. I., whece he was 
taken after his attempted assassi- 
nation of J. P. Morgan, the wireless 
crackled a warning oyer the Atlan- 
tic telling of his threat to blow np a 
^liip. and the mystery of his life was 
cleared away with ills positive ideu- 
tltlcatioii as Krich .Muenter, the al- 
leged wife murderer' who, fl«d Har- 
vard Unlvemlly ta * 

Nothing more dramatic la the last 
few crowded days of Holt's life has 
come to liKhl than tlie warning of 
destruction that «as iiiuovered af- 
ter his death. His lonlession that 

be placed tbe bomb in the Capitol 
at Washington last Friday, his at- 
tempted assassination of 3. P. Mor- 
gan, the grovring belief that he wae 

ICrlch Muenter. alleged murderer of 
his wife, cuiniinating in his positive 
identilication— in death - as Muen- 
ter and his sensational suicide by 
leap'lng 1 x feet from the \ top of 
hia cell to tbe floor, formed a series 
of evehta to which the threatened 
deatniotlon of tbe Philadelphia or 
the Baxonia fitted as a startling cli- 
max. 

The powerful wireless stations of 
the Navy Uepartment were enlisted 
in the efforts to prevent the threat- 
ened disaster at sea. In answer to 
the warning ' there wns received a 
message from the captain of the 
rhiladelphia which said that every- 
thing aboard had been identified and 
that all was well. The Saxonia had 
not replied. Her failure to do so 
was attributed to the weakness of 
her vwlreless batteries, which could 
not. It waa thought, apan tbe dis- 
tance from midoeean to sbora with- 
out relay. 

After an investigation of the cir- 
cumstances surrounding Holt 'sdenth, 
William llulse, warden of the .Nas- 
sau county Jail at Mineola, issued 
the following statenu'iit to-day: 

"Holt met bis death by plunging 
from the ban of hto cell. He foil 
eighteen feet. His keeper O'Ryan, 
was In charge of him. and I always 
believed that O'Ryan waa ft trvM^ 
worthy man. His orders frOB^ a* 
were never to lake his eyes off the 
prisoner. He wus told that if hi 
wanted an.s thing he should rap on 
the bars with a cli^b, so that his 
anmrnona would be anawarad by an- 
other keeper. 

"In running along the esrrider 
tw see what the disturbance' waa, 
O'Ryan disobeyed my positive or- 
ders JIul I did not employ O'Ryan; 
he was employed by Sheriff Stephen 
P. Pettit."

Nickerson, Kan., July U. — A busy 
little worm, with. his brother and 
cousin and a few million more rel- 
ativaa, nearly bluffed tha Kansas 
farmer out of his tOO.OOO.OOO-bush- 
•1 wheat harvest this year. The 
Kansas farmer had to work to save 
his crop and of all things a Kansas 
farmer detests, he dlslikvs; woi k tiie 
most. He much prefers to motor. 

However, tlie worry is over. The 
Wheat is all right once mora and 
the barvvat to at Ita fnlleat. bringing 
work and aore badca to thouaanda 
of green hands. 

Molasses proved the undoing of 
the pesky worm and his lonntiess 
relal ives. 

After the annual hailstorms and 
near-cyclones had destroyed the cu.«- 
tomary hundreds of acres, the Kan- 
sas farmer suppoaed hia troubles 
were over. They were not. The 
unexpected came along in the form 
of 'he army worm -so-called be- 
lause. Cernian-like, they charge in 
mass and In hosts and sweep a lield 
of wheat clean from one side to tlie 
other. 

It looked bad. But molasses 
proved as deadly to the army worms 
as chlorine gas does to the Allies in 

Europe. 

"We sure had a tough time of it." 
remarked lamer Newlon lo-ilay, as 
he motored Into town. "I told my 
foreman (get that? 'my foreman") 
"I told my foreman he Jest had to 
rig up some 'acheme to counter-at- 
tack the doggone critters. I be gol- 
dern ef I wus gonna lose tbe crop 
at that stage. So he and one of 
them experts from the agricultural 
(■(jlle>;e got touether and thniik uut 
Iiiol,i>ses That s w liat we u>eil tor 
the most part in tightin' the worms. 
An' it done Its work o. k. Sometimes 
I think them agricultural fellers are 
dera aaar Intelllgant," 

Kansas farmers used hogsheads, 
barrels, kegs and buckets of molas- 
ses and syrup in their successful 
campaign to stop the ailva\ue of the 
army worm, it is difllcuit to buy a 
quart of molasses In tbe short grass 
country to-day. The army worm 
got It all. 

The "agricultural feller" dlacov- 
ered that the army worm had a 
«weet tooth. He would leave wheat 
any day for molasses. The experts 
advises that band and i'tirls green be 
added to the molasses to make the 
sweet meat more tempting. The 
mixture was spread broadeaat through 
the wheat fields. Attracted by the 
delieious smell, the worms fell eaay 
victikiis to the Paris green blend. 

Many farmers dug ditches around 
fields luitouihed by the worms and 
dumped In molasses. Tlie foolish 
worms, utterly regardless of the as- 
tounding loss of life, charged at the 
standing grain and were caught fast 
in the sticky trenches. The slaugh- 
ter waa terrible. No barbed wire 
entanglements were used. 

A farmer called up a small town 
merchant iuhI told him to get four 
barrels of mi>i:isses ready 
that afternoon. 

"What's the matter with you?" 
demanded tbe maMhaat. ^aia you 
nuttyt" 

"No." retorted the farmer, "but 
we hava wormy aula. Get that there 
molaaaea ready for ma."

— H. C Mill, 
European represautalive of an 
American automobile company that

Tlie following niethofl of prepa- 
ration has been shown to be success- 
ful: Aa soon as the wheat or oats 
are barveetad, diac tba land, then
